Garfield 
Doha II, 
who 
was found 
guilty of killing his brother, Thorn­ 
ton Bohall, and given a life sentence, 
was taken to Michigan City prison 
this morning where he will begin his 
long sentence. 
The prisoner was in 
the custody of county sheriff Je rry 
Me( )sker. 
He was met here hv his father and 
wife and the scene of his departure 
j was, indeed, sad. 
His father met him 
at the B. & O. S-W . station and a c­ 
companied him to the Pennsylvania 
station where the prisoner’s wife had 
been waiting for several hours. 
The Bohall case has attracted much 
attention and the trials have been 
watched with great interest. 
The 
prisoner was first 
indicted by the 
grand ju ry for murder in the first 
degree, hut at his first trial, the ju ry 
was unable to agree upon a verdict, 
and were discharged. 
His second 
trial was held at the last term o f 
court and he was found guilty o f 
murder in the second degree. 
Judge 
Shea pronounced the sentenced a few 
days, ago, after overruling a motion 
filed by the 
defendant’s 
attorneys 
asking for a new trial. 
An appeal 
has been taken to the supreme court, 
but pending the decision of that court 
the prisoner will he taken to prison 
where he begins his sentence. 
The facts connected with the mur­ 
der. it will he remembered were so m e ­ 
what 
unusual. 
Garfield, 
Thornton 
and W illiam Bohall were visiting at 
the home o f their father one Sunday. 
During the afternoon the latter two 
became engaged in a little difficulty, 
regarding one of the children feeding 
the chickens. 
They finally came to 
blows, and upon the request of his 


mother, Garfield started to soparafti 
his brothers. 
It is said one of them 
refused to follow his advice, where­ 
upon Garfield said lie would show 
them. 
It is s a id that he then went 
into the barn and returned with a gun 
and shot Thornton, who died a few 
minutes later. 
When the trials were heard, the de­ 
fense argued that Garfield was clean­ 
ing the 
gun and that when he was 
called by his mother to separate his 
brothers he brought the gun with him, 
but did not intend to use it in any way. 
W hile he was endeavoring to separate 
his brothers, it is alleged, the gun was 
accidently discharged and the bullet 
struck his brother, Thornton, causing 
his death.

Philadelphia, Dec. 9.—The United 
States circuit court has declared the 
Temple Iron company, owned and con 
trolled by six railroads who dominate 
aljout nine-tenths of the anthracite 
coal in Pennsylvania, to exi.t in viola 
tion of the Sherman act. 
The decision was given by Judges 
Gray and Buffangton. The third mem­ 
ber, Judge Canning, gave a dissenting 
vote to the effect that the evide n** 
did not prove the company is an ill?- 1 
gal combination, 
By this decision tie* 
United States wins an important but ! 
only a partial victory. 
When it began 
the action in June, 1907, it was with 
a set purpose to disrupt the combina­ 
tion far control of the anthracite trade. 
Until 1899 the Temple company was 
little but a charter. 
Since then it has j 
been an active operating coal com­ 
pany. 
The 
company bought 
from 
Simpscn 
& 
Watkins ten anthracite 
coal companies near Scranton, issuing j 
in payment $‘3.200,000 out of $5,000.1100 
stock and $5,500.000 1 per cent mort­ 
gage and collateral trust bonds out of 
an authorized issue of $15,000.000.

same day transferred ownership of the 
$2,500,1 00 Tem’ le Iron company stock 
and of such additional part of the $5,-

received the stock, as follows:

Indianapolis, Dec. 12.—The legisla­ 
tive visiting committee has just con­ 
cluded the inspection of the only state 
institutions in the world that are m an­ 
aged by women. They are the Indiana 
woman’s prison In this city, and the 
Indiana girls’ school at Clermont. 
At 
each 
place the superintendent and 
members of the board of trustees are 
women. 
Members of the committee 
expressed the belief that the men in 
charge of other state institutions will 
have to look to their laurels to equal 
the record set by the women, both in 
the financial management and in the 
care of the inmates. 
At the woman's prison the contrast 
between the conditions now existing 
and those under which the prisoners 
were kept when the prison was a part 
of the Jeffersonville reformatory were 
held especially striking, and the trus­ 
tees and superintendent were highly 
complimented by the committee. 
The 
early 
history 
of 
Indiana’s 
woman’s prison,” said Representative 
Joseph M. ( ravens, chairman of the 
committee, 
"Is 
a 
forgotten 
page— 
never to be recalled—and It is gratiiy- 
lng, indeed to note the wonderful pro­ 
gress this institution has made both 
in care and manner of treatment of the 
inmates and the general administra­ 
tion of the affairs of the institution. 
The woman s prison was moved to 
Indianapolis in 1869. 
Before this time 
it was a part of the Indiana state pris­ 
on south at Jeffersonville, now the re­ 
formatory. 
The change was brought 
about through the Influence of promin­ 
ent women, who discovered the un­ 
speakable abuses then in vogue at the 
institution. 
In 1899 It was changed 
to the Indiana Industrial School for 
Girls and Woman's Prison, and in 1903 
the legislature provided lor the sep­ 
aration of the girls’ school from the 
woman’s department.^and the former 
was located at Clermont, 
The pur- i 
pose of the school is to give delinquent j 
girls, committed by the courts, a thor- 
! ough training in domestic work and 
| the principles of right living. 
Giris 
are taken between the ages of ten and I 
eighteen and kept until twenty-one. 
unless paroled because of good con- I 
duct. 
The capacity of the institution 
is 245. 
The girls received during the ! 
last year number 114. The enrollment j 
is 304, exceeding the capacity by 59 { 
and making necessary the converting 
of the sitting rooms into dormitories, j 
Among the appropriations asked is 
$75,000 for the erection and equipment 
of two additional cottages, $24,500 for 
a hospital and $38,000 for an adminis­ 
tration building. 
The woman’s prison is divided into 
two departments, a penal department, 
with a rapacity of fifty, and a correc­ 
tional department, with a capacity of 
100, 
There are fifty-eight, women in 
each department.

In the space of twelve 
months a reduction of $11.500,000 h: j 
been made in this deficit, the excess 
j of expenditures over receipts as re­ 
ported for i he year ended June 30 lest 
amounting to only $5.848.566.88. 
“It is most gratifying to report that 
this unprecedented reduction has been 
made without any curtailment of pos­ 
tal facilities. 
On the contrary, the 
service has been largely extended.

self-confessed murderer, 
would have walked out a free man be­ 
cause the United States courts have 
no jurisdiction to try the case. 
Now 
the young man will be turned over to 
Italian authorities as soon as papers 
can be made out. 
Life imprisonment 
is the severest penalty that may be 
imposed upon him, as the laws of Italy 
forbid capital punishment.

Calcutta, Dec. 10.— The approach of 
the Mohammedan Rakrid festival on 
Dec. 13, which involves the sacrifice of 
cows, has, as usual, stirred the anger 
of the Hindus, to whom the cow is 
sacred. 
The Hindus appealed to the 
government to prevent the killing of 
cow8, but the authorities refused to 
Interfere. 
They, however, began to 
prepare to dt al with riots. 
The storm 
broke prematurely when a Hindu mob 
rescued a doomed cow from a stable. 
A fierce fight followed, in which 150 
persons were severely injured. 
The 
police eventually quelled the disturb 
ance, but Its recurrence is expected. 
The trouble is also likely at Benares, 
Allahabad and Cawnpore. 


Parcel Post. 


Inst annual report of the department 
for the introduction of a limited par­ 
cel post service on rural routes Is 
earnestly renewed. 
It is believed that 
as soon as the postal savings system 
is thoroughly organized the postoffice 
department should be prepared to es­ 
tablish throughout the country a gen­ 
eral parcel post. 
"Next to the heavy loss resulting 
from the low postage rate on second 
class mail the principal inroad Into 
the profits of the postal service is that 
made by the excessive cost of rural 
delivery. 
The large expenditures for 
rural mail service are far more justi­ 
fiable, however, than are the much 
heavier payments required to meet the 
losses incurred on account of second 
class mail. 


Po stal S a v i n g s System . 


The board of trustees created by 
the act of June 25, 1910, to controi. 
supervise and administer the postal 
savings system has made substantia] 
progress in perfecting a plan of opera 
tion. 
“After a most careful investigation 
and numerous conferences with lead­ 
ing bankers the board unanimously de­ 
cided to adopt the plan of using cer­ 
tificates of deposit instead of pass 
books. 
“The departm ent’s present policy, as 
already indicated, is to extend the 
service as rapidly as is warranted by 
Increasing population and to accom- I 
plish its savings not by the curtail­ 
ment of postal facilities, but by han­ 
dling in a more systematic and busi­ 
nesslike manner the constantly ex­ 
panding volume of the mails. 
In fur­ 
therance of this policy there were es­ 
tablished during the year over 1,500 
new postoffices, while the rural deliv­ 
ery system was greatly extended by 
putting into operation 515 new routes, 
traversing altogether 12,235 miles.”
